Tb victories ol the Turkish troops have 


enormously raised tbe military spirit of 
tbu Turks, and tba confidence thus In- 
spired in Turkey's vitality is removing 
the dissatisfaction felt with the present 
regime while at tbe same time rendering 
tbe powers' scheme of reforms for the Ot- 
toman empire harder of realization. 


The advantages which Tnrkey will de-

Hi? address, filling a bare newspaper half 
column, was couched In plain, simple, 
modest language, delivered with quiet 
dignity, emphasized by the nature of the 
occasion. 


The president's address wag such as 


General Grant himself would have desired 
from one ol bis comrades, and nothing 
which that comrade said Is truer than 
that "wo love him all the more (or bis 
home life and homely virtues, "| for the 
unique distinction ol bis individuality, 
bis bearing and speech, bis simple ways, 
annuls true and uncompromising Ameri- 
canism,which will make bla name "stand 
for all time M the embodiment of liberty, 
loyalty and national unity." 


In his brief presentation of tie traits of 


General Grant the president called atten- 
tion to one fact not often enough consid- 
ered—namely: "Tbe veteran leaders of 
tbe blue and gray here meet not only to 
honor tbe name of the departed Grant, 
but to testify to tbe living reality of a fra- 
ternal national spirit which has triumph- 
ed over tba differences of the past and 
transcended the limitations of sectional 
lines"—a sentiment which was illus- 
trated by the Impressive spectacle of tbe 
confederate veturans, who placed a wreath 
with crossed swords upon tbe bier and 
which the president farther emphasized 
by praying God to speed .Its completion as 
"the nation's greatest glory," Tbe presi- 
dent's most Impressive statement, and 
one of the most succinct characterizations 
of General Grant wblcb have yet been 
made, is contained In the words: "A 
great life never dies. Great deeds are im- 
perishable; great name* Immortal. Gen- 
eral Grant's services and character will 
continue andiminlshed in Influence and 
advance In toe estimation of mankind so

THE FIRST LIGHTHOUSES. 


They Were an Outsrowtli of the Den- 


con Firo* on Headlands. 


When ships are sailing upon -the 


ocean the lights of heaven, ore their 
guides. Even in the dark ages, when 
the compass and sextant were unknown 
instruments, the seemingly motionless 
pole-star hung like a beacon light in fhe 
northern heaven, and the rising and set 
ting of the sun and stars distinguished 
the east from the west. When, however 
ships come near the land the lights oJ 
heaven are not sufficient safely to guide 
them. Bocks lie in their paths unseen 
ii, the night; reefs audshoalsspread un 
tier the water; while unsuspecting- cur 
rents sweep the frail craft all blindly 
upon these dangers. 


Nevertheless, ships were sailed alonj 


dangerous coasts for centuries before 
a plain system, of marking dangerou 
places were invented. The early mari 
ners were bold and reckless rovers 
more than half pirates, who seldom 
owned a rod of tie coasts along whic! 
they sailed, and could not have estab- 
lished lights and landmarks on them 
had they cared to do so. The rude be- 
ginning, then, of asystem of lighthouses 
was w.hen the merchants with whom 
tbe reckless mariners traded in those 
dark ages built beacons near the bar 
bar's mouth to guide the ships into por 
by day. and Hgfoted fires for their guid- 
ance at night. As such, a harbor-gnid 
had to be a sure landmark in the day 
time and a light by night, it Boon too 
a settled shape—* tower on which could 
be built A flre.; and such a tower 
usually built of stone. 


Thia method of guiding ships into the 


ports which they xmgbt was Beared 
established before human, wickedness 
used It as a means fortbeirdMtrucUon 
Bands of robbers, or, as they came to be 
called, "wreckers," would hide them- 
selves somewhere ttear<tbe bavenaough 
by a richly laden vessel, and, after over 
powering the fire-keepers, would extin 
gntah the beacon fire on the nigfat o: 
which the ship was expected. Tbe: 
ttejr would light another flre near sonv 
treacherous reef. The mariner, sailing 
boHly toward the false light, wonlc 
dash his vessel to destruction on th 
reef, whereupon therobberband wou'l. 
phmier the wreck and make off wit 
their booty.—Iitaot.

Their RetloeBce Never Shared br the 


Little Mem. 


Two French pbjsicians who have 


been making investigations have come 
forward tvith a general denunciation of 
tall men as no good. They instance the 
giants of tie ivorld, who have been pro- 
verbially dull and men of gloomy dispo- 
sition, and say that the chance* are 
against phenomenally tall men or even 
very tall men of being very bright. 


There should, however, be a careful 


distinction drawn between tall men and 
giants. Giantism has been demon- 
strated to be a disease. The victims 
suffer froma malady which produces an 
enlargement of the joints and this, more 
than any other growth of the bones, 
produces their extraordinary height. 
But men within certain limits grow tall 
without suffering-decreased orabsorbed 
mentality. It will not do to denounce 
the tall man when the world hasseen.so 
HHiny examples of his being able to hold 
his own. 


The real reason why tall men do not 


come to the front oftener is that they 
ore as modest as they are extended. 
Little men usually bustle about to such 
an extent that people believe that they 
make up in width of views what they 
lack in stature. In their absorbing am- 
bition not to be overlooked they simply 
overdo the thing and make those whose 
command of horizon is larger believe 
that they must get out of the way or 
the little fellDwn-ill run over them. The 
tall man is always looking down on 
same one, but if anyone believes that it 
is a comfortable situation he shonld get 
himself into it for once and discover 
how unpleasant it is to carry on con- 
versation with the assistance of a tele- 
phone neck. It is this excruciating ex- 
perience rthat makes the tall man, as a 
rule, reticent. His reticence is mis- 
taken for pride, pride is believed to be 
the evidence of doubt of his own pow- 
ers, doubt proves deficiency. Deficiency 
in the tall man can arise from only one 
thing—development of the body at the 
expense of the brain and nervous sys- 
tem. Hence the short man easily arrives 
at thedecisiontfaatthe tollman is amis- 
fit and that he is the only perfect being 
going. Perfection being accorded him 
he KJght easily conquer the world, but 
be alwaysspoilshischaneesbymiarrying 
a tall woman, whoholdshim back. This 
h the only reason why the men under 
five feet six have not already extermi- 
nated those over five feet nine.—N. Y. 
Herald. 


PHOTOGRAPH OF DEATH. 


Dlicovery t»- a German SclentUt of 


Borne New Lleht Rnj». 


The discovery of the so-called Roent- 


gen, rays has been followed by a sen- 
sational development due to a Gorman 
scientist. Prof. E. Friedrich, of Vienna, 
Prof. Friedrich was engaged in study- 
ing the practical application of the 
Koentgen rays when he made a dis- 
cov ery which has produced a great sen- 
sation in both scientific and lay cir- 
cles. 


The professor succeeded in photo- 


graphing death—in other words the 
rays which he discovered enabled it to 
be definitely ascertained beyond a shad- 
ow of a doubt when life actually leaves 
a human body. Since these investiga- 
tions he has communicated his discov- 
ery in a short letter to the Vienna Im- 
perial Academy of Science. 


At the present moment the medical 


profession possesses no means of ab- 
solutely stating that death has taken 
place. Doctors only draw their infer- 
enceiu support of this view from theap- 
pearanceof certain changes in the body. 
These, it is true, are fallible, and there 
is always the possibility that mistakes 
may be made and that a person who is 
only apparently dead may suffer the 
horrors of, premature interment. 


Prof. Friedrioh now affirms that the 


rays which he has discovered—he calls 
them Kritik rays—reveal with abso- 
lute reliability the entrance of death in- 
to the body. 


"The Kritik rays are directed out ol 


a vacuum tube, and are so piercing that 
they almost immediately penetrate the 
body upon which for the purposes oi 
experiment the investigator has turned 
them. Those rays produce images on 
the photographic plate which are of a 
different character according as thej 
are taken of a living or of a dead body 
The photographing of the hand is the 
easiest experiment in, test « ork of this 
kind. If, when it is laid on. the photo- 
graphic plate and subjected to the 
Kritik raj's, it appears as a living hand 
does under the .Roentgen rays, viz.: 
with all the bones clearly distinguished 
—then, beyond question the person is 
alive. If, however, the hand does not 
yield its characteristic form under this 
process the person to whom it belongs 
is undoubtedly dead. 


"I have arrived at this result by a 


whole series of experiments, which I 
regard as absolutely reliable. The new 
vacuum tubes which serve for a post- 
mortem diagnosis will have to be em- 
ployed by every doctor." 


In a few days Prof. Friedrich is likely 


to present a new report, and until he 
does medical men and scien) ists in gen- 
eral perf er not to commit themselves.— 
San Francifico Examiner.

After signing the school register 
he journeyed down Broadway to visit 
relatives in Tarrytown whoia he 'had not 
seen fiince he left home. The house in 
which he was born is now falling to 
mirk He clunbed about the brush and 
»ines which now almost conceal it from 
view. 


"Whoowns it now?" he asked. 
"Mr. Rockefeller," was the answer. 
"Who is he ? I never heard of him."—

THE CEDARS OF LEBANON. 


Several Gronp* of the Famoni Trveti 


Are Still Standing. 


Every girl and boy of the Christian 


world has heard and read, over and over 
again, of the "Ceflars of Lebanon;" but 
very few ha»e any idea of the. locality 
and surroundings of the famous grove. 
It is a popular error, by the way, to 
suppose that there are no other cedars 
remaining besides this group at the 
head of the "VVady" (volley or canyon) 
Kadisha. There are, to mj 1'nowledge, 
ten other groves, some numbering thou- 
sands of trees. This particular group 
that we are about to usit is called by 
the Arabs by a name which means, 
"Cedars of the Lord." Thfj number 
about 400 trees, among them a circle of 
gigantic fellows that are called by the 
natSwjs "The Twelse Apostles," upon 
the strength of an. olJ tradition that 
Jesus and His diicipks uaurg1 come 
to this spot and left their biases, stand- 
ing- in the ground, these staves sprouted 
into cedar trees. 


There is every reocoa to suppose that 


m the time of King Solomon these scat- 
tered groves were part of an enormous 
unbroken forest, extending- the entire 
length of the Lebanon range of moun- 
tains, sbout 100 miles, running neorlj 
parallel with the Mediterranean s,hore 
from a, little below Beirut. Tlie sum- 
mits of the range are from 15 to 20 
miles from the coast. 


The Lebanon—that is, the "White"— 


does not derive its name from glitter- 
ing snow peaks, but from the white 
limestone cliffs of its summits. The 
first historical mention of the trees is 
m the Bible (2 Sam. v 11): "AndHiram, 
king of Tjre, sent messengers to David, 
and ocdar trees, ami carpenters, and 
masons; and they built D.uid an house." 


From that clay to thasthepeoplehave 


been almost aa recKl^s a,nJ v.asteful 
of these noble giants of the mountains 
as our own people are of these cedars' 
first cousin-s. the rcduood trees of the 
California coastransre. Asweapproaeh 
the gro\c, which stands upon, the top 
of a small hill, the foliag-o is almost 
black against the snovv-cosered cra^s 
of DaJirel-Kidib uhich reais it» highest 
peak o^ er 10.000 feet above the hea. 


There is a Maronite chapel in the 


irrove, its patriarch claiming the sole 
right to the snored trees; and, luckily, 
the superstition with which the trees 
have been, surrounded has been their 
salvation. All the cedars of Lebanon 
would have been demolfehed for red- 
wood years ago were not the people 
threatened with dire calamity should 
they take a single stick.—Harry Fern, 
in St Nicholas.

collating songs and stories which have 
made her famous, and in doing for our 


and literature what the 


Brothers Grimm did for the German. 


A fourth section regarded her as e. 


Bostonian genius, who originated She 
500 pages of tales and jingles which ap- 
pear in printed form to-day over her 
name 


Even in Boston, calm and collected 


Boston, the fight, is seemingly ilercer 
and hotter than anywhere else. Beside 
the" ordinary quarreling between the 
lour schools there is a still more bitter 
kind going on owing to the terrible 
charge made by the purists that the 
supporters of Mother Goose are endeav- 
aring to ruin the good name of the city, 
ind to the retort by the supporters that 
the purists are so bigoted, narrow- 
minded, pedantic and intolerant that 
they are trying to rob Boston of its 
fchief literary glory. 


Thus six schools of thought are imi- 


tating the Kilkenny cats, and not even 
Emerson's Brahma can bring order out 
>f the chaos. It is high time for the 
friends of Mother Goose to rise up in 
ter defense. She did live, and lived in 
Boston. She was a good worn an, a good 
wife, and a good mother. She had many 
Aildlren, and she did sing them the 
songs and tell them the stories which 
lave given happiness to millions since 
ler day. 


This alone would entitle her to world- 


wide fame. But there is more, much 
more, beyond this. Nearly all of her 
writings are in, the nature of folklore, 
'arefully collated and edited. Every 
song and tele has come down through 
ong centuries, if not ages. They were 
old or sung, whispered or crooned, by 
mothers long before Caesar crossed the 
British channel. They were transmitted 
rom mother to children, remembered, 
and again transmitted. Every now and 
hen. some clever brain would make an 
mprovement or alter a line. 


Discords became musical and trage- 


dies were made delicious with grim 
humor. The genius of the Germanic 
race was expressed in this literature of 
la-byhood. It came across the ocean in 
the Mayflower, just as it crossed wider 
ceans in going from England to Cape 
olony or to New Zealand nnd Austrar 
ia.
